No. 3/5/95—Cotton/4(l )/2 :—In exercise of the powers conferred on me by 
Clause 4(1) of the Cotton Control Order, 1986,1 hereby rescind the Noti¬ 
fication No. 3/5/94/Cotton/4(l)/2 doted the 7th April, 1994, 

2. In respect of manufacturer having a 100% EOU or a UDit in an Export 
Processing Zone, I hereby direct that no such manufacturer shall have at any 
time in his possession a quantity of Indian Cotton reqiured for consumption in 
his unit whether held by himself or held in his behalf by any other person, 
including quantities to be delivered against outstanding contracts in excess of his 
4-1/2 months’ average consumption. 
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3. (i) The average monthly consumption will be computed on the basis of the 
figures reported by the manufacturer to the Textile Commissioner in Form CST- 
H(M 02 revised) for the preceding cotton year ending on the 31st day 


of August. 


(ii) The average consumption will be computed on the basis of full working 
months during the preceding cotton year without taking into consideration 
the strike period, if any. 

(iii) A manufacturer who has established a new 100% Export Oriented 
Unit or a unit in an Export Processing Zone or has Jinstalled additional spindles 
shall approach the Textile Commissioner with all the relevant details, for getting 
die Indian Cotton Stock limit fixed. 


4. This Notification shall come into force with effect from the 7th June, 1995
